Land for Soldiers. 


The Bill to provide land for ex-Service 
men in Ireland was given a second reading 
in the Hoyse of Commons last night. The 
Government has recast its plans entirely, 
and the present Bill makes adequate pro- 
vision for cases that were not touched by its 
predecessor, The men who will benefit under 
the Bill fall into two classes. In the first 


place, there is the man who desires to. 


make agriculture his vocation and to 
devote all his time to it. He will be pro- 
vided with a substantial holding, and will 
receive financial assistance to secure the 
necessary stock and implements. He will 
have first claim upon the land at the dis- 
posal of the Congested’ Districts Board 
and the Estates Commissioners. The 
statutory limitations under which these 
bodies operate have been abolished, so 
far as they prevent ex-Service men from 
receiving priority. Applicants for land will 
deal directly with Government depart- 
ments. That is as it should be. It is 
deplorable, but true, that in the South 
and West of Ireland local authorities could 
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According to the Globe, in addition to 
abolishing the G.H.Q. of the Home Army, 
the Government. are considering the ad- 
visability of doing away with the Terri- 
torial Force, on the ground, that its 
organisation will cost a lot of money, and 
that there is now so large a number of 
trained men who can be called upon im an 
emergency that, for some years, no other 
force will be reguired. The Government 
would be Wise to consider the matter very 
carefully, indeed, before taking the course 
suggested. This country has always relied 
for its land defence largely upcn citizen 
soldiers—until 1899 upon the Militia, then 
upon the Volunteers, and latterly upon 
the Territorials.. To break up the 
organisation which has enabled patriotic 
civilians to train themselves to help their 
country in time of need would be, in the 
opinion of many people, a fatal mistake. - 
The working of the proportional repre- 
sentation system in Paris, combined with 
the bloc vote system, has produced some 
extraordinary results. In the fourth 
sector. of Paris all the members of the 
Clemenceau bloc obtained an. absolute 
majority, while not a single Socialist was 
returned, though everyone polled more 
than 110,000 votes, In the first constituency 
where proportional representation was 
applied á Deputy was elected by. 19,214 
votes, while the beaten candidate obtaimed 
on other lists 84,000 and 59,000 votes.

RESPONSIBLE FOR THE DEFEAT. 

The Reichstag building, where the war in- 
quiry is being held, was this morning cordoned 
off by a strong force of Public Security police, 
says a Press Association telegram from Berlin 
yesterday. A motor car carrying Field-Marshal 
von Hindenburg, General von Ludendorff, and 
Dr. Helfferich arrived shortly after 10 o'clock, 
escorted by a strong body of mounted Public 
Security soldiers. The crowd, which at the last 
moment ‘had managed to break through the 
comion in several places, gave the two Army 
leaders an enthusiastic ovation.

EFFECT OF SENATE’S DECISION.’ 


A TRouter’s Washington telegrain of Tuesday 
says :—The Senate to-day adopted the reserva- 
tion to the Peace Treaty, making the entrance 
of the United States into the International 
Labour Conference contingent upon the action of 
Congress. The reservation was proposed by 
Senator McCumber, and adopted by 54 votes to 
35. It reads as follows:—' The United States 
withholds its assent to Part 13 of Articles 387 to 
427. inclusive, unless Congress by an act of joint 
resolution shall hereafter make provision for re- 
presentation therein, and in such event the 
participation of the United States shall be 
governed and conditioned by the provisions of 
such act or joint resolution.” 

Later in the afternoon a second conference 
took place between Senators Hitchcock and 
Lodge with a view to finding some compromise on 
the Treaty reservations.

INAUGURAL LECTURE. 
Under the auspices of the Bociety of Incor 
porated Accountants and Auditor: in Ireland, a 
lecture on“ Costing and Cost Accounts’ was 
delivered on Friday evening last at the offices of 
Mesars. Kevans and Son, 51 Dame strect, Dub- 
lin, by Mr. Henry Oughton, M.Com.8c., incor- 
porated accountant, of Belfast. Mr. James A. 
Kinnear, J.P., presided, in the absence of the 
President, Mr. E. Kevans, J.P., who wae unable 
to be present. There was a large attendance of 
students and members. : 
The Chairman, in introducing Mr. Oughton, 
referred to the growing importance of the 
subject of the evening, end predicted that the 
developments and changes brought. about by the 
recent war would demand from accountants a 
highly technical and practical knowledge of this 
branch of accountancy.

INSTRUCTIONS TQ RESIDENTS 
IN IRELAND. 

The following instructions have been issued 
by the authorities in Dublin regarding the im- 
portation and removal to or from Ireland of 
arms, etc., by private persons i 

In future, private persons resident in Ireland 
desiring to bring in sporting shot guna and 
cartridges from Great Britain and abroad should 
apply for the necessary importation permit to 
the County Inapector, Royal Irish Constabulary, 
of the county im which they are resident, and 
net to Guneral Headquarters, Ireland. Private 
persons not permanently resident in Ireland who 
wish to bring in sperting shot guns or sporting 
cartridges during their temporary residence in 
Ireland should apply to the County Inapector, 
Royal Irish Constabulary, of, the county in 
which they intend temporarily to reside. The 
same procedure as above should be adopted by 
private persone wighing to remove from Ireland 
to Great Britain or abroad sporting shot guns 
and cartridges, 

Private persons resident or intending to reside 
in the Dublin Metropolitan Area should apply 
for permits for the above purposes to the Chief 
Commissioner, Dublin Metropolitan .Poliee, and 
not to the Royal Irish Constabulary, These in- 
structions dé net apply to authorised dealers in 
sporting ehot gune and cartridges in Ireland, to 
whom special instructions have been issued, 

These instructions are subject to the provisions 
of Section 446 of the Merchant Shipping Act of 
1894, which require that the nature of all 
“dangerous goods" shall be disfinctly marked 
on the outside of the packege containing same, 
and that written notice of the nature of euch 
gooda, with name and address of the sender or 
earrier, shall be given to the master.or owner of

That chemical was obtained from 
Chitian nitrate, of which Germany imported 
something like: 750,000 tons a year before the 
war, while England was satisfied with something 
like 140,000 tons a year. Germany, ne doubt, 
required a vast amount of that for the purposes 
of her vast industries, but it was beyond ques 
tion that a large proportion of W was used for 
munitions. Picric acid had been known to 
chemists since 1771, but it took over 100 years 
before its value as a high explosive was dis- 
covered. It would be hard to imegime anyone 
even a day without discovering that it was an 
explosive, but the fact was that pieric acid ‘had 
been for years used as a dye by the Germans, 
and also as an adulterant for beer before its 
great explosive power became known. It Was 
discovered first by a German, but not one whose 
motto was Deutschland úber Alles. He did not, 
strange to say, go with his discovery to his own 
Government, But to the most unlikely of all 
Governments, viz., the French, who were quick 
to appreciate its great utility, and who were 
the first to uso high explosives in war. Before 
the war there were not more than two manu- 
factories in England ‘turning out hitrie acid, 
while Germany was at once able to turn her 
vast chemical factories to the manufacture of 
explosives. In England they had to build fac- 
tories, and for the first eighteen months of 
the war, as was sadly known, they were hope- 
lessly short of high explosives, and they tad to 
pay very dearly for it. But it was to the credit 
of English chemists and engineers that in 1917 
there were 101 factories making nitrie acid, 
and the weekly output in each amounted to 
about 1,000 tens. But even that enormous out- 
put was less than half their requirements in 
1917, for there were required also something

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THE REY. WILLIAM BLACK- 
BURN, M.A. 


(BY AN OLD COLUMBAN.) 

The death of the Warden of St. Columba a, in 
the prime of life and the full vigour of his ex- | 
ceptional activity, will cause surprise and grief 
to all who love the beautiful College on the 
Dublin hills. He loved it deeply and gave his 
life in ite service. 
English—an Englishman of the best type, an 
epitome of the qualities which have made Eng- 
land great. Educated at Repton and Oriel’ 
College, Oxford, he won, besides intellectual dia.

Since then hundreds of imported sires of best 
milking breeds have been distributed throughout 
Ireland with splendid results. Many members 
visited our goat farm at Trillick, Co. Tyrone, 
and were go fired with enthusiasm for the 
noblest animal we possess that they then and 
there either started goat-keeping themselves or 
were the means of forming societies in their 
own district. The number of animals we send 
from our farm at Trillick is surprising, con- 
sidering the short time we have been estab- 
lished. The demand is ever increasing, and I 
believe that the time is not far distant when 
the State will consider that its first duty will be 
to provide a goat for every baby that is born.
